The Oldest Member of the Macon Count 


Bar PIISBCS A-n ay— Sketch 


of his Life. 


Mention of the illntsa of Captain Joe

chronicle the death of this veteran mem 
ber of the Macon county bar, which oc 
ourred at 11:30 this forenoon at the rea 
denoeof his brother-in-law, W. B. Harry 
on West Main at Captain Post had be«n 
afflicted with an abdominal tumor, an< 
had been confined to his home about six 
weeks. Howasin the 71st yesr of his age

The deceased w<,e born in Wayne conn' 


ty, New York, April 27, 1816. His father 
emigrated to the Michigan territory in 
1828, and Mr. Post remained with hie 
father until hie 23d year. In 1839 de- 
ceased removed to Decatnr, and in 1840 
began studying law in the office of the 
late Judge Charles Emerson. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1841. In 1846 he 
enlisted for the Mexican War, in the 4th 
Beg't, Illinois Volunteers, Col, E. D. Ba- 
ker commanding. He was soon appoint- 
ed quartermaster, with the rank of Cap- 
tain. He was eleo'ed to the state senate 
from this district in 1856, and served 
through two sessions. He was one of the 
members who were instrumental in estab- 
lishing the State Normal University at 
Normal, 111. He leaves two children, 
Bunn J, Poet, and Mrs. Htlen Post, ol 
Angelica, N. T. 


For many years Uapt. Post stood at the 


very head of our bar, and the records 
show that be wag for a long time em- 
ployed in nearly every cage on the dock- 
et. Of late years he had not been so act- 
ive, and as age came upon him he gradu- 
ally retired from the fierce contests which 
iu his earlier life ohHraeteriz-.d the prse 
tice in which he bore so lurge n part. 
DuriLg the moot attive portion of his 
career he was an influential and devoted 
member of the Democratic party. The 
war seemed to dampen the zeal with 
which he served his party, and during its 
continuance he was behind none in his 
devotion fo the Union cause. Since then 
tie haa participated less in politics, and 
during the last few years has acted with 
the Prohibitionists, 


Personally Capt. Post was one of the 


most warm-hearted and genial of men 
He was a mun who never deserted his 
friende, and the weak and unfortunate 
always had in him a helper and defender. 
His place in our social circles will be hard 
lo fill, and he will be much missed by 
all who knew him.

Close of the State tabor Convention- 


Will Meet Next at the Capital. 


Prom Thursday's Daily. 


Tije delegates to the Siate Labor Con- 


vention had more fun yetterday after- 
noon and evening, discussing various 
points that came up. Gaorge Schilling, 
of Chicago, was the only Socialist pres- 
ent, and he had a hot time when he op- 
posed the adoption of the resolution ex- 
pres»ing sympathy for the families of the 
Chicago police who lost their lives by 
the aimrchi'-b born in May. He didn't 
think the convention should meddle with 
the question. Several delegates sat down 
on him hard. 


It was voted to meet in state conven- 


tion at Springfield, on the third Ttuaday 
in next January. 


The following are members of the new 


stbte executive committee: W. H. Mul- 
doi'D and Lewis Myers, of Chicago; Bert 
8. Stewart, of Deoatur; W. H. Hollister 
and George Ntft', of Springfield; also A. 
C.' Cameron, of Chicago, treasurer, and 
John Mnlre dv,of Springfield, secretary, 
ex offioio members. 


Among the resolutions adopted were 


the following: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this associa- 


tion and IB proven by the logic of events.tbat 
the government of the United States should 
own and operate the railroads of the United 
States. 


Resolved, That the time bus come when la- 
boring men and labor organizations must use 
the bullot to rectify the evils of elaes legisla- 
tion, and prove the superiority of the ballot 
over the use of force. 
Setolved, That where trades unions have 
trade marks, other organizations should rec- 
ognize the same, and we think no opposition 
lands should be issued. 


Resvlvcd, That we express tbc hope that the 


delegation ot Trades Unionists and Knights 
of Labor, now in. session In Cleveland. Ohio 
will be successful in settling those dllncuUleB 
satief ctorily to all concerned. 


Resolved By the State Labor Convention,as- 


sembled in Doontur, 111, that we recognize 
the tact that In America, the home of the free, 
all men hnve a right to assert their Independ- 
ent thoughts and let' ae>, ?o long as they do not 
conflict with the rights of others; and we also 
grant tba any and a 1 men hive the rlgnt to 
hold lawful aeBimblages, lor tbe puiposeof 
exchanging their views upon tho various top- 
ics of Interest to the masses as a common pto- 
ple, but we will not, and of righ1 should not, 
tolerate in fl(immatory speeches, public or oth- 
erwise, that wou d tend In tbe least to work 
injury to the welfare, Industry and happiness 
ol our people at largo 


EesoioecJ, That we ask of the legit lature of 
this st te, tbp printing of a greater number 
ol the reports ol the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, In order to supply the Increasing dema d 
for the name. 
Resolved, That t>e eieeutlve committee be 
and is hereby dlreoti d to draft a bill lor pre- 
spnttuion to the next general assembly, pro- 
viding for the state inspection and regulation 
ol mills, factories and workshops, and that 
the committee be empowered to use any avail- 
able In- da fur securing legal talent to perfect 
auch bill. 


As the legislative committee bad not 


reported it became necessary to hold a 
night session, when there was discussion 
of a spirited character on various resolu- 
tions, The committee recommended the 
pHBsnge of certain bills by the next legis- 
lature, based on the platform as pub- 
lished last evening, and as a matter of 
form the report was adopted. George 
Schilling introduced B resolution declar- 
ing that tbe pay the working people of 
America were now receiving for their 
labor was a disgrace to tbe age in which 
we live, and called upon the oonvenlioii 
to denounce the present protection sys- 
tem a fraud and a swindle. A. C. Cam- 
eron opposed the adoption of the resolu- 
tion and pronounced it an insult to tbe 
convention. Many of the delegates par- 
ticipated in the discussion and consider- 
able ill-feeling was aronsed, The final 
vote laid the resolution on the table by a 
vote of 14 10 9. President Qninn in- 
formed a reporter that there had been 
entirely too much talking during the con- 
vention, but that it was hard to shut it 
off, as some of the delegates loved to talk 
back at each other. The night session 
WBB evidently held solely to kill time, 
pending the arrival of outgoing trains. 
A large amount of the effective work of 
the association the coming year will be 
accomplished through the executive com- 
mittee.

MURDER AT JOLIET. 


John O'Brien, a Decatur Convict, KillB 


His Mun. 


Prom Saturday'! Daily. 


John O'Brien, a horse thief, sent to 


Joliet from Macon county in May, 1885, 
for three years for hone stealing, killed B 
fellow convict named Aea R. Parks, at 
Joliet, yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock, 
by striking him over the het.d with a 
spade. Parks was sent I down from Gale- 
na. The two convicts belonged to the 
yard gang. O'Brien hsfi done some work 
before the dinner hour, and when work 
was resumed, Parks who was a sickly 
man, wanted O'Brien to help him load 
one end of a wagon, Tbe latter refused 
to Etsiet, whereqpon O'Brien says Parks 
came up and slapped him in the face 
with his cap. Then O'Brien struck Parks 
with his epade, and hacked him in a hor- 
rible manner. O'Brien was greatly exas- 
perated, and had to be pulled off his vic- 
tim, who died almost instantly. 
The 


murderer is in an iron cell and will prob- 
ably hang. 


John O'Britn ia a second termer, hav- 


ing first gone to Joliet fiom Will county 
for a year in February, 1877, He came 
to Decatur in tbe spring of 1885, and 
eained a precarious livelihood by mend' 
ing umbrellas. One afternoon he stole a 
horse from near the Hotel Brunswick. 
It was the property of George Kelly, a 
farmer, and was valutd at 8100. Colonel 
Mathias followed Ihe thief to a point 
near Harristown, and captured the horse 
and ihief,bringing both buck to Decnttir. 
O'Brien was indicted. He was defended 
by Lawyer I. D, Walker, before Judge 
VVilkin, and Walker eodiavored to Bbow 
that his client was ksane. The jurymen 
were C. A. Tuttle, John Kaylor, J. Q. A 
Odor, Samuel Leonard, J. H, Durfee, W 
H. Shorb, T. J, Hughes, W. A. Holman, 
John H. Hoover, George Eneley, Stanley 
March and J. G. Auer. The witnesses 
against the prisoner were J. S. Hewep, 
George Kelley, 0. Mathiap, Fied Mattes, 
John Heddenberg and W. J. Kelly. Tbe 
jury found O'Brien guilty of grand lar- 
ceny, and fixed his term at Joliet at three 
years. During the trial the prisoner told 
Judge Wilkin if he could get bis um- 
brella he would leave the city.

PAST AND PRESENT - PRESIDENT 


CLEVELAND'S COUNTRY SEAT. 


A Look at Mount Vernon, Montieello, 


Oak Hill and the 
Hermitage — Zach 


Taylor'a Cottage and Homes of Presi- 
dents and Their Widows of To'-ilay. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON-, June 7.—I visited the presi- 


dent's new country home co-day. It lies on 
the hills three miles west of the White 
House, and there Is probably not a finer 
piece of scenery in the United States than 
that which will be spread out before the 
president'.* eyes as he chats with his new 
bride on its front veranda. 
To the right 


the plain white shaft of the Washington 
monument, with its'aluminum top blazing 
like a great white diamond under the Ia3t 
rays of the sun, peeps out above the green 
trees, and directly in front rises the great 
Capitol building, its dazzling white dome 
not larger than a country bake oven in the 
distance, and the giant statue of liberty 
on. its 'top, which is really almost as 
tall as a two story cottage appearing 
no bigger than a twelve-inch prjmy. 
A 


good gliss would bring out the statue of 
Ben. Scott which stands upon its granite 
pedestal at the Soldiers' Home, and it is easy 
to point out the various objects of Washing- 
ton city. The city itself makes a beautiful 
sight. It shines out a living map dotted with 
BO,000 trees, a poem of brick and mortar in 
Pompeiian red, with hers and there a verse 
of dozzlins white in the classic architecture 
of the marble buildings of tha government. 
The back ground of this scene is the wooded 
bills of Virginia with Alexandria and the 
Potomac in its front and Mount Vernon al- 
most visib-e in the distance. 


The president, has here twenty-eight acres 


of lawn on I trees. A grove o£ oaks and 
chestnuts ttinds at the entrance to the estate 
and there are fruit and grapes about the 
house, A wire fence, with green wooden 
post-, surrounds the property and its grounds 
are rolling. 


CLEVELAND'S FUTURE RESIDENCE. 


The house is an old-fashioned, square, two 


jtory affair, with a ridge roof ot a very 
£r»dual slope. It has large rooms and a 
wide porch running across the front. The 
stones of which It is built are put together 
In all sort of shapes and the white plaster 
jlares out between the cracks. The windows 
ire large and are covered with green shut' 
ters, anil those at tha front open out upon 
(he veranda. A wide hall runs through 
the center, and the chambers of the second 
story are large and roomy. The housa con- 
tains about thirteen rooms, and it is of such 
a nature that it can be easily improved. As 
it is now, it needs paint badly, and the pres- 
ident will not be able to live in it without 
materially increasing its size. 
I understand 


that he intends to add a Mansard to it, and 
bo erect a tower which will give even a more

extended view than that from tlie veranda. 
Back of tho house there is a small burn and 
i few outbuildings, and it sei ms to mo that 
the whole of iho buildings on the pst:ite could 
be erected to-day for less than $5 000. Pres- 
ident Cit'v. Innd paid $31,500 lor iho property, 
and it ii of such a nature that it will bo 
much more valuable thun this at tlie close of 
his administration. 
The country home of 


Secretary Whitney, which is not fnr oil. is 
now worth ?5(>,000, and ho bought.it tor $30.- 
500. 
The locality is a fashionable one, imd 


the drive past th< se houses is nightly filled 
with tho carriages of statesmen, millionaires 
uid other people of Washington society. 
The president is to have possession of the 
bouse, 1 understand, about tho 15;h of June, 
but it ivill be scmo time after this before he 
ivill be able to get into ic. 
YVhi-n ho lias im- 


proved it, it \vill compare favorably with the 
domes of the presidents of the past.

Washington got Mount Vernon by inherit- 


ance, iuid it was a common elm1 go o£ his 
?nemies, uhsjii lie was president, that he was 
anxious to have the national capital located 
at Washington that it might i; crease the 
ralue of his property. Mouut Vernon lies 
sixteen miles beluw Washington city, and 
Washing oil's wife owned, at this sama.timo, 
the Arlington estate, which is just across 
the river.

He improved the house Breath* after ho be- 
came noted, and at his death it was in the 
condition iu which it exists to-day.

situated on a little hill on the banks of the 
Potomac, and the porch give, a fine 
view d the river. 
When Washington 


was an old 
man 
he 
u«ed 
to 
walk 


up and down this porch to ex>rc!sa for 
hours at a time, and he entertained here in 
grand style.

Ebbitt 
houso in \Vai-lrn-ton, and he was the only 
president who k -nr a house of his o-.vn oppu 
at the same tiw hut he lived in the White 
House. This Washington house was sold to 
one of the Washington millionaires recently, 
and it is now being turned into fushiouable 
stores.

He had a big income, and ho was 
making a congressman's salary at the law at 
the time of his marriage. 
He got 4'),000 


acres of Innd and 135 slaves with his wife, 
and he had about on equal portion himself 
at this time. Still he lived high, and during 
his latter years he sold his library to the gov- 
ernment for $23,000 to keep tho wolf from the 
door. He died in debt, and his daughter 
taught school for a time iu tho old mansion 
where her father had entertained so royally. 


Madison lived within a day's ride of Jef- 


ferson, nnd his house, like that of Monroe, 
Jefferson and Washington, was modeled 
somewhat after the classic shape with a 
large portico in its front uphold by columns. 
He had his mother-in-law with him, but one 
wing of his house was set off for her especial 
use, and this was known as her domain. 
It 


was furnished in old mahogany, and what 
were then the old style hangings, while the 
rest of the house was furnished in the fancy 
French furniture so fashionable during' 
Madison's presidency. Madison owned this 
house at the time of bU marriage, and ha 
was only six years younger than Cleveland 
is now when that event took place. His 
wife was not much older than Franklj 
Folsom. She was a widow and she made 
one of tho best ladles of the White House 
the country has known. Madison left her a 
fortune whoa ho died, but tho son of her first 
marriage spent it for her so rapidly that she 
was poor long before she died. 


Andrew Jnckson built the Hermitage to 


please his wife, and the estato which sur- 
rounded it, lying about twelve miles from 
Nashville, comprised 1,000 acres of fine 
land.

The block 
of brick pavement already laid, in 
front of the BEPUBLICAN office, may 
furnish a very valuable hint to the 
city authorities and property- owners.

While this experience does not ar- 
gue against the feasibility and prac- 
ticability .of brick streets, it does 
show that the one great and indis- 
ppneable quality necessary in the 
brick used is that tiny must lie hard, 
They must be burned to such a d» 
gree that they will not absorb mois 
ture, and to such n. state of flinty 
hardness that the sharp shoes of 
horaes will make no impression upon 
them. If such brick are used, and 
such only, there can be but little 
doubt of their success. Now is the 
time to avoid any further mistakes 
of this kind in the streets yet to be 
improved. Let the city insist up a 
a thorough inspection of all the brick 
used, before any are put down, and 
if they prove too soft let them be c.m 
demned. 
We cannot afford to try 


any more experiments.

WEDDING BELLS. 


Nuptials of President Cleveland 


and Miss Folsom At the 


White House. 


Tie Long Looked-for Event Happily Con- 


summated According to Programme, 


Without Let or Hindrance. 


Full Account of the Joyful Event—The 


Guests—The Ceremony—The Deco- 


rations—The Music and Presents. 


Tbe Happv Connie Go By Special Train 


to Deer Park to Spend the Flr»t 


Week of the Honeymoon. 


M, JuneS.—A notable event, 


the marriage oi Grover Cleveland, Presi- 
dent of the United States, occurred here 
to-night, and with it culminated what until 
a few days previous, had been a mattered 
doubt, speculation and gossip through- 
out the entire length and breadth of the 
country. It was a great eveut, because 
of the exalted position of the groom— 
Chief Magistrate of a Natiofl of 60,000,000 
people—and because It wai the first 
wedding of the kind that ever occurred 
under the roof the Executive Mansion. 
Yet, notwithstanding the exalted position 
of the President, and that the opportuni- 
ty and occasion almost demanded a great 
and brilliant state wedding, the affair in 
all its preparations, appointments and 
surroundings Jwas a great home-like wed- 
ding. This was in accordance with Pres- 
ident Cleveland's wishes, and in harmony 
with the democratic simplicity and nat- 
ural modesty which have characterized 
Grover Cleveland's career whenever and 
wherever 
he has filled public office, 


Whether as mayor of a city. Governor of 
the Empire State, or President or the 
United States. 


The wedding day was ushered In with 


bright beautiful weather, and almostwith 
the rising sun came the bride and her 
kinfolk to the Executive Mansion, after 
their night journey from New York. The 
day at the mausion was a comparatively 
quiet one, when the importance of ita 
closing events-Is considered. Of course 
there was considerable stir and' activity 
a id excitement on the part of those upon 
•whom devolved the duties of final prepa 
ration for the wedding; but it is safe tc 
say that the President, although quite as 
acti?e and industrious as any around the 
mansion, was the least excited oJ uny 
He was early in the library transacting 
official business. 
He directed that three 


private pension bill vetoes be sent to 
Congress; had a conference by appoint 
mt'nt with Senator Van Wyck; saw Sec- 
retaries Lamar and Fairchild about som« 
Interior and Treasury Department mat« 
ters i had several short conferences witt 
Dr Sunderland about the details of tbe 
marriage service and found time early in- 
the afternoon to take a drive alone out in 
his landau. 


About half-past six o'clock this evening 


the bustle and excitement of preparation 
for the event began to transform itself 
into realization. Invited guests—Cabinet 
officers and their wives who were not 
abiding in the mansion then began to ar- 
rive. They were at once shown to the 
state dining-room, where they divested 
themselves of their wraps, and then re- 
paired to the Blue room, where Miss 
Cleveland and other relatives of the bride 
and groom, together with Dr Sunder- 
land were awaiting to receive them. The 
assembled guests, standing on the eastern 
and western sides oi the oval-shaped Blue 
room where the marriage ceremony took 
place, had but a few minutes to wait, for 
promptly at seven o'clock the President 
with his bride leaning upon his arm came 
down stairs, and entering through the 
northerudoorway,advanced to the center of 
the room, and there stood facing the buck 
ground of palms, ferns and flowers in the 
southern end of the room. 


Dr. Sunderland, assisted by the Presi- 


dent's brother, Rev. Wm. Cleveland, 
stood facing the bride and groom.

I abolished, aud the gradual substitation 


of civilian employes for enlisted men of 
the service, when the terms of the latter 
expire; that the law providing for the 
appointment of two second lieutenants 
from the sergoauts of the Signal Corps be 
repealed. 


The majority finds much to oommend 


in the work and organization of each of 
the bureaus. 


The minority report, signed by Mos'srs, 


Morgan, Herbert nml Failt>, recommends 
the passage of the Morgan bill to abolish 
the Signal-Service bureau oniJJaly 1st 
next, and the establishment irF its stead 
of the weather bureau as a civil institu- 
tion. The minority also recommend the

There bad bden, he said, very 
lit le accomplished m reducing the expenses 
of Congress Itself. One or two offices had 
been abolished, and ane or two salaries re- 
dnced, but nothing of Importance had been 
clone. He tmetetl that the action of trie 
Ilonse aa to that poinl of tbe bill affecting 
the expenses at Ccngresi wonld be such ae 
to .sustain hereafter the committee on ap- 
proprltlons In making a more thorough re- 
vision of expenses. 
Passing on to ttw consideration of the 
clause making an "appropriation for the 
Civil-service Commission, he stated thasthe 
amount appropriated wtts tbe same as that 
given for tbe present fiscal year—$21,800—but 
tnere was a proviso added, requiring the 
certification of the entire list of nnpilcants 
from each State who had passed an ex- 
amination 
This requirement, he argued, 
was not a change In tbe existing law, but 
wns simply a limitation In ths expenditure 
of monfV. 
Mr. Butterworth Inquired whether this 
provlHion did not nullify the most Important 
provision of the Civil-Service law, and 
whether Its object was not to enable the ap- 
pointing power to select his paitlsan 
ft1 ends. 


Mr Holman answered most emphatically 
In the negative It win, he contended, a 
matter of Justice to the applicant who waa 
successful In passing the examination. 


13 li.Tnylor (O.) Inqniied whether the main 
object of the provision was not to secure 
the appointment of more Democrats.
